THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGK. 


It is stated at Washington that the 


forthcoming message of President 
Cleveland to Congress will be mainly 
devoted to the financial and tariff ques- 
tions and foreign affairs. It it believed 
the President will recommend legisla- 
tion providing for retirement of green- 
backs, or the alternative of authorizing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to issue 
low rate bonds to protect the gold re- 
serve. It is thought that he will com- 
mend the present tariff as a step in the 
direction of lightening the burdens of 
the people, and though it has so far 
failed to produce the revenue neces- 
sary fc* the needs of the Gove.rnment 
it is expected to do so under nominal 
business conditions He will probably 
poict out that the already increasing 
receipts from customs and internal 
revenue under the gradual return to 
business prosperity indicate that in the 
near future the revenue from theso 
sources will meet all legitimate ex- 
penses of the Government. 


It is not probable that the President 


will attribute the business depression 
of the last three years to the adoption 
of the gold standard, nor will he be 
likely to allude to the fact that the re- 
peal of the Bullion Purchase Act did 
not, as the advocates of repeal con- 
tended it would do, prevent the ship- 
ment of large amounts of gold fiom 
this country to Europe. 


Regarding foreign affairs it is be- 


lieved the President will devote con- 
siderable attention to Cuba, and that 
bo will adhere to the view expressed 
by 
ex-Senator 
Edmunds 
that 


though there is contention on the 
island there is no warrant in 
tlonal law or precedent for recognizing 
the insurgents as belligerents. 
The 


destruction of private property, includ- 
ing vast sugar plantations owned by 
American citizens, may cause the Presi- 
dent to change bis attitude, but if he 
should recognize the rebels as belliger- 
ents it is believed he would bind them 
to the rules of civilized warfare. 


The Venezaela boundary dispute is 


also expected to figure largely in the 
message, and it is said the President 
will endeavor to show that he has done 
all that is possible to accomplish to 
carry out the directions of Congress 
and effect a settlement of the difficulty 
by arbitration. 


While there will be a large niajoiily 


in the Honse opposed to the President 
so fir as party affiliations is concerned 
a majority is In accord with him on the 
financial question, though they may 
not go so far as to provide for the re- 
tirement of greenbacks. 
A number 


differ with him to the extent of 8 or 10 
per cent in tariff schedules, but it is 
not likely that a bill making radical 
changes In the present tariff law will be 
passed at the ensuing session. Con- 
gress should in view of the Venezuelan 
trouble, make a declf.ration in favor of 
the Monroe doctrine, but it is not likely 
that it will or that the President will 
recommend such action. 


WEATHER 


Storm, Cold mid Warm Wa»e» Sext, 


Winter. 
j 


[By Prof. W. T. Foster.)

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., November 29.—My | 


last bulletin gave forecasts of the! 
storm wave to cross the continent from 
December 4th to 8tb, and the next will 
reach the Pacific coast about ihe 9th, 
crow the west of Rookies country by 
the close of the 10th, the Great Central 
Valleys lltb to 1 ith and the Eastern 
States the 14th. 


This disturbance will strike the 


Pacific coast farther north 
than is 


usual for this month and the tempera- 
ture on the Pacific coast will ba un- 
usually high. 


As it moves eastward it will prob- 


ably incline southward to sea on the 
mid-Atlantic coast 


The warm wave will cross the weat of 


Rockies country abont the 9th, Great 
Central valleys the llth and the East- 
ern States the 13tb. The wavm wave 
will cross the west of Rockies country 
about the 12tb, Great Central valleys 
the 14th and Eastern States the 16th. 


Not much rain may be expected west 


of the Mississippi from this disturb- 
ance; some snow probable with the lat- 
ter part of the storm. Most rain and 
snow will probably fall on the Atlan- 
tic coast. 


The cool wave will make a very con- 


siderable drop in the temperature east 
oftiie Rockies and will grow more 
severe until it reaches the Atlantic. 


East of the Rookies cold weather will 


follow this disturbance averaging sev- 
eral degrees below normal from the 
15th to the 25th inclusive. Snows of 
considerable extent are expected in 
the Northern States during this period 
of ten or twelve days. 


THE NEW FOECE. 


The new force upon which Keely is 


at work is not the force of the old 
Keely motor about which we have read 
so much during the last quarter of a 
century. The old force was the ether 
derived fiom drops of water, a gas far 
more attenuated than steam and prob- 
ably expanded to a thousand times its 
volume. 


But the new force which Keely dis- 


covered by accident only a few years 
ago, is very much like electricity yet it 
is claimed that there is no electricity 
nor m.ignetism connected with it. 


The power of water for operating 


machinery is its gravity in seeking the 
water level, while the power of elec- 
tricity, which apparently has no grav- 
ity, is in seeking an equilibrium. 


If more than the natural quantity of 


electricity is generated or gathered in- 
to one place its effort is to break away

THE TBANBM1SSI8SIPPI CONGRESS. 


TheTransmiBsissippi Congress, which 


has been in session at Omaha, Ne- 
braska, and which for a time seemed to 
have been captured by the gold men, 
finally'declared for free coinage of gold 
and gttver at the ratio of 16 to 1, by the 
decisive vote of 127 to 50. Hon. W. J. 
Bryan championed the silver cause and 
Hon. J. L. Webster led the Republican 
and Democratic gold forces. The de- 
bate was spirited and participated in by 
most of the delegates and the conven- 
tion declared that an appreciating 
money standard impairs all contracts,, 
bankrupts enterprises, makes 
idle 


money profitable by increasing its pur- 
chasing power and suspends tbW pro- 
ductive forces of our people, and that 
the spoliation consequent upon the 
outlawry of silver is in the interest of 
the creditor class and by constantly 
increasing the value of gold is under- 
mining all industrial society. It was 
therefore resolved to demand the im- 
mediate restoration of the free and un- 
limited coinage of gold and silver at 
the present ratio of 16 to 1 without 
writing for aid or consent of any other 
nation, such gold and silver coin to be 
alike a full legal tender for all debts, 
public and private. 


It is possible that the declaration of 


the Commercial Congress may in- 
fluence the Congress of the United 
States on the silver question. If it 
does it will be manifested in that body 
dnrlng the session which begins next 
Monday, at least by the members from 
toe States west of the Mississippi.

The Largest One In the World In the 


British Museum. 


The Cbineoe department of the Brit- 


ish mnsenm library contains, says a 
writer in Cassell's "World of Wonders," 
a single work which occupies no few er 
than 5,020 volumes 
This wonderful 


production of the Chinese preps was 
purchased a few .years ago for §6,000 
and is one of only a very small number 
of copies now in existence 
It is na en- 


cyclopedia of the literature of China, 
covering a period of 28 centuries—from 
1000 B. C to 1700 A D 


It owes its origin to the hteraiy pio- 


chvities of tho Emperor Kang he, who 
reigned from 1662 to 1722 
In the 


course of his studies of the ancient liter- 
ature of bis country Kang he discovered 
that extensive corruptions had been al- 
lowed to creep into modern editions, 
and he conceived the idea of havmg the 
text of the originals reproduced and pre- 
served in an authoritative form 
This 


was a mighty conception truly, and in 
its execution it lemains unique down to 
the present time 
For the purpose of 


carrying ont the work, Kang he appoint- 
ed a commission of learned men to se 
lect the writings to he reproduced and 
employed the Jestiit missionaries to cast 
copper types with which to execute the 
pnnting. 


The commission was occupied for 40 


years in its great task Before tho work 
wns completed Kang-he died, bnt he 
had provided that bis successor should 
see the book completed, and he faithful- 
ly canned ont his trust The book is ar 
ranged in eix divisions, each dealing 
with a particular branch of knowledge. 
Thfe divisions arc thus designated First, 
writings relating to the heaveus, sec- 
ond, writings relating to the earth; 
third, writings relating to mankind, 
fourth, writings relating to inanimate 
nature; fifth, writings relating to phi- 
losophy, sixth, writings relating to po- 
litical economy 


longevity of Ants. 


Sir John Lnbbock, the, naturalist, 


who hr,s done more to popularize the 
study of insect ways and habits than all 
the other modern- entomologists com- 
bined, has been experimenting to find 
out how long the common ant would 
live if kept out of harm's way. On Aug. 
8, 1888, au ant which had been thus 
kept and tenderly cared for died at the 
age of 15 years, which is the greatest 
ago any species of insect has yet been 
knovtn to attain. Anotiier individual of 
tho same species of ant (Formica fusca) 
lived to the advanced age of 13 years, 
and the queen of another kind (Lasius 
niger) laid fertile eggs after she had 
passed the age of 9 years.—St Lotus 
Republic
